The article said that 'Despite 
her many encounters with UFOs, Mrs Fry, who was brought up in the Himalayas, 
doesn't believe we will ever meet an 'alien being'. Margaret did Not say '! did not 
believe we will ever meet aliens'. Margaret runs a victim support group with Alan 
Hilton, professional hypnotist since 1982, and she certainly does believe people are 
being abducted Certainly more than Philip Mantle's 40 cases have come to her over 
the years 




As she said in the letter, she has wishes to maintain her reputation and the 
work that she is involved in and certainly, this article does somewhat dent her 
reputation especially when dealing with abduction cases. So please bear in mind, do 
not always believe what you read in the press (And we are all guilty of this ... Including 
yours truly folks.... !). 

23.2.96 : The Sun : UFO Helpline. 

A Help-line for stressed-out people who say they have been kidnapped by 
aliens has been set up in Zurich, Switzerland. Ten people have phoned in. 


3.3.96 : News of the World - Flying Saucer Scare At Balmoral. 

RAF jets chased a UFO from The Queen's Balmoral home. 

Two Harrier GR7 jump-jets were scrambled on Wednesday after locals reported 
seeing a mystery light over the Scottish castle. 

One witness claimed the RAF planes appeared to be locked in a dogfight with the 
UFO. The light appeared just after 10pm and was seen clearly eight miles away in 
Ballater. 

One local said:' It seemed to appear from no where right over Balmoral. Within 
minutes two jets had zoomed in and appeared to be chasing it. They seemed to climb 
very quickly, almost standing on end. It was almost as if they were in some sort of 
dogfight with the light'. 

Another revealed :'it was like something out of a science fiction film. The sky was 
clear and suddenly a circular light was over Balmoral. It didn’t seem to come from any 
particular direction, it was just there all of a sudden. 

'Next thing all hell broke loose as the jets roared in. They were shooting around in 
circles. 

'Suddenly the light vanished and after circling the castle the planes flew in the 
direction from which they came'. 

Security around the Royal Family's Highland holiday home has been tightened since 
the ERA cease-fire ended. 

And a strict exclusion zone bans all aircraft from the skies above the 55,000 acre 
Balmoral estate on Deeside. None of the Royal Family was there when the scare 
happened. 

An RAF spokesman said : 'There were two aircraft in the area. They could have been 
on some kind of exercise. Pilots are not going to report such things as UFO's to 
anyone and I've been unable to get anything out of them'. 

Balmoral lies on a line running from the Lothian's on which strange lights - thought 
to be flying saucers by UFO investigators - have been reported. 

7.3.96 : North Wales Weekly News : 'UFO' was Light of Love. 

This article concerns a UFO sighting by villagers at Penmachmo in North 
Wales. The object was filmed by a Mr Dilywn Evans and the following day telephoned 
the police and two police officers arrived to look at the footage. The following night, 
the object was seen again and a police officer was there to see it. 


Following another look at the footage, the police have since told Mr Evans that in 
fact it was only a planet. It is thought that in fact it was the planet Venus that is at this 
time of the year particularly close to the Earth and is ten times brighter than any other 
star or planet in the heavens. 

9.3.96 : Daily Mail: So is there somebody there, after all ? 

This 2 page article is really a book review based on the books by : Nick Pope - 
Open Skies, Closed Minds Due to be published in June at £14.99, and the new book by 
Timothy Good, Beyond Top Secret: The World-wide UFO Security Threat, due to be 
published on April 26 at £16.99. The article concerns itself with the sighting in 
Manchester on the 6th January 1995, and the growing number of sightings involving 
the Flying Triangles that seem to be plaguing some parts of the country and Europe. A 
very informative article and well worth a read.
